Scranton, Pa. June 20, 1930. Monday afternotn, June 23rd at 2:30 the 
First General Session of Catholic librarians will be held in the new 
Municipal Auditorium of New Orleans, Louisiana, in Assembly Hall "B".

° Catholic scholarship will make Doctor Foik's address of wide interest 
to all members of the National Association. 


Miss M. Lillian Ryan will speak on "A Union Index to Back Volumes of 
Catholic Periodicals". This treatment is in accord with recently express 
ed opinions of Catholic editors and scholars, including numerous members 
of the library profession, that such a union index would be of immense 
value to graduate work in universities and all serious research. Many of 
the Catholic editors are ready to cooperate in publishing a union index 
in the belief that it would be more economical to do so, and that such a 
common index would be far more economical of time and cffort in usage. 


Other important speakers include librarians from Canada, Germany, and 
the United States. Topics presented offer opportunity for discussion by 
the audience following the speaker. This is considered a valuable part.

Editor Reports that Subscriptions Are Coming in Steadily but Slowly. 
Promotional Work Is Rapidly Depleting Reserve Fund and Receipts. The 
Subscription List Must Be Built Up to 500 Full Paying Subscribers. 


Scranton, Pa. June 20, 1930. The Catholic Periodical Index has now @ 
reached the, 250 subscriptions goal set for the June issue which is 
out today. Copies will be mailed today to all subscribers and the 
number this quarter will contain over 64 pages of indexing alone. 
The June issue will be featured at the New Orleans meeting June 23 
to 26th in a special booth shared with the H. W. Wilson Company of 
New York City. Mr. H. W. Wilson, president of the Wilson Company, 
has paid the expenses attached to this booth (Number 80) in return 
for its supervision by the Library Section. 


The June number of the "Catholic Periodical Index" will contain 
more indexing than the initial, March, number. New titled added for 
indexing include: "Central-Blatt and Social Justice", "Fortnightly 
Review", and the notice that "Hospital Progress" will be added in 
the September mumber. This brings the number of titles index up to 
46. "Studies" was omitted from the first listing, but was included 
originally. Several educational annuals will also be included in 
the September number making the new Index of increasing value to 
present and future subscribers. 


One of the most promising phases of the drive for subscriptions is 
the number of individual subscriptions being taken by priests and other 
students of Catholic thought and action. Inquiries and subscriptions 
are at hand from Austria, Germany, France, as well as the United States, 
Canada, England and Ireland. Recently the Editor of the Catholic Period- 
ical Index received a letter from Dr. Eugen M. Kogon, Editor of the 
" Schocnere Zukunft", of Vienna, tagorming him that this review will 
carry a full notice of the C.PTI. and stating that this review will un- 
doubtedly awaken great interest. 


Dr. Kogon has agreed to represent the C.P.I. in the German speaking a. 
counttzes and will do so without expense to the Index. Among the things 
he is preparing to do are, first to gather material appearing in the ten 
leading German Catholic periodicals for such use as we choose to make of ‘ 
it, secgntly, to send invitations to libraries to subscribe to the Index. 

Finally Dr. Kogon will prepare a list of leading German Catholic annuals 
and periodicals with full address and other information to guide the ] 
Editorial Board in any future inclusions of German language material. 


With the cooperation already secured in England from the Catholic Trut! 
Society’ and the negotiations with France and other countries the inter- 
national character of the Catholic Beriodical Index will be rapidly and. 
firmly established. Necessarily expansion in this direction will depend 
a great deal on the support received abroad and the use made of foreign 
language material by Amcrican subscribers. There is a definite satis- @ 
faction, however, in the immediate recognition being given the Index.

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| "HANDS OFF THE LIBRARY" 
Erm the above heading a leading New York newspaper’ recently 
Se <” *oo™ a very forceful stand in favor of a professionally train- 
ed librarian for the Brooklyn Public Library. The words of the editor 
are significant and we reproduce them here: 


"There is today no large city in thé United States that has not a 
trained librarian at the head of its library. But if the efforts 
of those who propose to appoint as chicf librarian of the Brooklyn 
Public Library a man who has had no professional training whatso- 
ever were to prevail, there would soon be one exception. 


"Library management is now both an art and a science. Amcrican expert- 
ness in this field has recently been invoked to aid in maxing ac- 
cessible and useful to the world the Vatican Library in Rome. To 
turn one of our greatest libraries at home over to the control of a 
man who knows nothing more about library management than the ordin- 
apy citizen chosen at random, would be to affront cvery librarian 
who has spent years in preparing for his profession. 


Can we Catholics not take a lesson in the meaning of traincd 
librarianship from this outstanding instance of the valuc of securing 
competent workers in the special field of library managcment? Surely 
the greatest reason for the lack of library facilities, or at least 
the small attention shown the library in general, can be traced to a 
failure of Catholic administrators from the grade schoél up to the 
university itsclf to realize the value and necd of a trained person 
to take charge of the institution's librery. No one wishes to indulge 
in personalities or belittle the work of compctent librarians whose ex- 
perience qualifies them far more than a mere formal course in a library 
school, but for the new workers in the field, those who have come in 
say within the past ten years, for them surely the full test should be 
made of their professional qualifications. 


Brooklyn has secured an outstanding librarian as a result of 
the attention focused on the appointment. Localzpoliticians have becn 
frustrated in their attempt to satisfy henchmen. Let us hope that our 
own administrators may not unconsciously, but for the purposes of the 
library, just as wrongly, be lead into appointing persons without the 
necessary training end experience to responsible positions in library 
administration. The supply of trained and experiences librerians is in- 
creasing so that there is hardly any excuse left for having incompetent 
persons as library executives. When it comes to the tech nical sides af 
library work, there is cven a greater reason for having the best there 
is for the return is always so well worth the outlay that eny faculty 
or student body will bless the dey - real librarian was appointed. As 
in teaching, so in librarianship, a trained worker recognizes probloms 
end deals with them as such. Instead of a blind following of the pest 
a progressive policy is inaugurated leading to a satisfactory librery 
service. Students coming from such institutions reflect their librery 
contatts, their book knowledge, and can take their place effectively.

greater efforts and steady proeress. Fast accomplishemsnts are a truc 
and worthy source of inspiration and confidence. The future has more 
projects in store for the Library Section. Past exnericuce “will teach 
us that we can expect to accomplish evory losititate and recessary ob- 
jective provided we all stick togcthor. The wonderful unity prevailing 
in our ranks was fully demonstrated in launching the Cathclic Feriodi- 
cal Index. Let us carry on more confidently ther cver. 


New Orleans offers an opportunity for getnoring our forces for 
another year of conquest. It offers time to renew acquaintances and ‘in- 
spiration and ideas in friendly contact in our profession ficld. This 
is something very necessary for successful work as librarians. There is 
possibly no other profession in which the spirit of unificd scrvice so 
stongly prevails. Librarians are always noteworthy for their fine fccl- 
ing towards each other and the generel public. It is the spirit of ser- 
vice which they thus exemplify. Practicing it daily in their work, they 
can not fail to project the seme ctmosphere when they cather in croups 
for profcssional purposes such as wo are doing in Now Orleans.

° THE CATHOLIC PERIODICAL INDEX also, are urged to send in bheir opinion 
so that some expression can be announced in the September number of the 
Index. At the New Orleans meeting we believe that this topic should be 

F brought up as one of gencral interest to the membership of the Library 
Section and one in which a concensus of opinion sfiould be sought apart 
even from actual subscribers. Partial indexing may help especially the 
libraries having the more general and story-type magazines, but which 
do contain serious articles important in reference work. A wider cover- 
age will perhaps influence more persons to subscribe to the indexing 
service and help in the goal of five hundred subscriptions. Let us all 
realize that the C.P.I. is entirely a cooperative project and that each 
one's opinion is in a measure a factor in making the end result a better 


a) tool for the purpose intended. 


In connection with the subject of inclusions in the C.P.I. the 
Editor is of the opinion based in part upon letters that many smaller 
libraries have not subscribed because they believe the Index too ad= 
vanced in content. The inclusion of more titles of interest to the high 
schools especially will enhance its value to them and lead to greater 
| interest in it. It would hardly be practical to publish the Index in 
| two sections "A" and "B" to divide the material according to the uses 


of subscribers. Furnishing all subscribers with the same material is 
one of the means for reducing publishing costs. We do not wish to en-

| maintain that the interests of sut’scribers will more and more determine 
future inclusions in THE CATHOLIC PERIODICAL INDEX.
